District Attorney Hammond Ably Outlines the 


Commonwealth's Side of the Case, Dr, 


Canedy Swears to Details of the 


Mnrdered Woman's Con- 


dition, Court Scene, 


There wai very little of importance in 


the court scenes oi Monday that was not 
described in THE TRANSCRIPT. 
THE 


TRANSCRIPT not only covered the day's 
proceedings to a later hour than any other 
evening- newspaper, bnt covered them 
more folly. The imaginations of the per- 
sons on taide the brick walls of the court 
house naturally make pictures of Btern 
justice and a guarded criminal opposed to 
each other with an array of officers mar- 
shalled on each side. Such pictures would 
hardly compare with the actual scene- 
To be sure the prisoner, John O'Neil, 
comes to court handcuffed to a keeper 
and Is bustled out and in the vehicle that 
serves a a the black maira of the occasion, 
but inside the court matters move along 
smoothly and with an air of unconcern 
that seems out of keeping with the fact 
that the proceedings are necessary be- 
cause an estimable life has been sacrificed 
and thnt another life hangs upon the re- 
sult of the trial. 


John O'Neil sits unconcernedly in the 


dock, sometimes viewing the spectators 
with interest,then the jurors and then the 
judges and counsel. 
His dock is directly 


In front of the bench and the prisoner oc- 
cupies a position facing the judges. 
The 


front of the dock allows the accused man 
to lean over it to talk with his sisters and 
parents when a recess has been •an- 
nounced. He had several such conversa- 
tions Monday and laughed as much as 
anybody In the court room. Jack could 
laugh when his sisters couldn't. 


It looks as if the dock was devised to 


prevent any escape to the rear. Heavy 
iron screens protect it on the back and 
sides to a height that makes escape al- 
most Impossible and it prevents the pass- 
ing of articles • to the prisoner during an 
unguarded moment of the 
keepers. 


Keepsi3 eitat eacuside of the dock and 
watch it carefully. 


O'Neil is called upon when the jury roll 


is called and always get up on his feet 
smartly to answer to his name. When it 
was necessary Monday for him to speak 
he spoke out distinctly without the sign 
of a tremor in his voice or the least uneas- 
iness in his manner. He evidently knows 
his friends, whom he recognizes with a 
pleasant nod, and those whom he has oc- 
casion to regard is against him are met 
with a very indifferent gaze. He goes 
quite light-heartedly from the court room 
to the bus that conveys him to the jail, 
which is a mile or more away. He has been. 
observed to raise his hat in passing, to 
some in the crowd. 


When court resumed session Monday 


afternoon at 2.30 o'clock the jury roll call 
was the first formality. The jury is located 
at the right of the court room and is 
watched just as closely as the prisoner. 
After this formality District Attorney 
Hammond took occasion to explain a map 
of the territory which is of interest in the 
case. The jury listened and observed at- 
tentively. The map covers a large tract, 
from the Shelburne Falls house to the 
Crlttenden 
and 
McCloud 
home- 


steads, 
more 
than 
a 
mile 


away. It stretches out to other points al- 
most as far distant as any of these from 
the bridge. It includes Che lonely spot 
where the murdered woman's body was 
found, some 30 paces in the woods from 
the roadside on the side of a steep woody 
hill and contains the pool room where 
Jackwus seen, the O'Neil home and the 
little patch that reaches from it cross to 
'he road Mrs. McCloud travelled; also 
many iiomts that will come up in the tes- 
timony where certain people saw at cer- 
tain tiroes the prisoner and saw Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud, such as the store at which the un- 
fortunate woman made her last purchase 
and a saloon door which will figure in the 
defense. These points are numerous and 
are hard to master by those unacquainted 
with the territory. 


The first talk of any of the counsel for 


the defense was made by F. F. Dowlin of 
this city in explanation of the map. He 
followed the district attorney and spoke 
clearly and deliberately. He paid much 
attention to detail, even asking the jury 
when it viewed the scene to give heed to 
some lamps that hung in front of the 
stores beyond the Shelburne Falls house. 


When this explanation of the map was 


completed Officers E. J. Pratt and E. 
Haskins were sworn to take the jury to 
the scene the map had reference to and 
to keep the members from communicat- 
ing with anyone and from listening to 
anyone but Mr. Greene for the common- 
wealth ana Mr. Beer for the defense, who 


I should accompany them. Justice Mason 


then cautioned the jury relative to their 
conduct during the viewing expedition 
and the whole trial. He wished them to 
take care of their health so as not to in- 
convenience themselves and interrupt 
public business. It would not be beet, he 
said, for them to talk about the case even 
among 
themselves, 
nor 
to 
the 


officers; 
that 
they 
should 
re- 


serve discussion of the features 
to 


the end when the testimony had been 
completed and they had retired to de- 
cide upon a verdict. It would be unpleas- 
ant for them to come to a conclusion on 
any branch and find it necessary to form 
a new one. They should keep their minds 
open and it was to keep them from out- 
side impressions that they were separated 
as jurors from usual intercourse with so- 
ciety. The justice then instructed the 
jury to go to the scene, to observe the 
places pointed out, to listen by the descrip- 
tion by the counsel, but to ask no ques- 
tions and to return to the place provided 
for them at the hotel and to the court 
room at 9 o'clock this morning. 


The jury left on the 3 42 train for Shel- 


burne Falls, viewed the territory con- 
nected with the case and returned by 
teams to Greenfield late in the evening. 


Crowds stood in the Shelburne Falls 


prominences to watch the peregrinations 
of the jury and not a few followed them to 
different places. They were kept as ex- 
clusive as they wore in the court room 
and found, as had been told them before 
they set out, that Shelburne Falls and 
Buckland are located in a hilly country. 
Emphasis was placed on this hilly char- 
acteristic of the territory and use of it 
will be made by both sides in the trial. 


Little can be said abont the outcome, at 


this stage. There is some speculation of 
course, but the excitement over the trial 
has hardly begun to develop. The great 
question is will the prosecution introduce 
something new? The line of defense is 
unknown. The presence of Prof. Wood- 
bridge of Williamatown, an 
eminent 


physiologist, in the court room Monday 
•gave rise to the question will the defense 
introduce expert medical testimony ? 


The jury seems to be all that could be 


expected. It Is free from members whose 
homes are in the towns where the crime 
was committed. The men are intelligent 
and are highly spoken of by those who 
know them. 


Opening; Court thl» Mornlns. 


There was little or no commotion at the 


opening of court this forenoon. The 
prisoner entered in the unobtrusive way 
and spent several minutes in conversation 
with his father and sister. 


There were more visitors in town today 


than Monday. The witnesses were around 
and there was more discussion about the 
case. 
Hist. Adj. Hammond Outline;! clic 


ProMecutiou'v Cuae. 


Court opened with the usual jury roll. 


Then District Attorney Hammond arose 
to make such suggestions as are necessary 
in this important and 
solemn 
case, 


so that the testimony may be understood. 
There are interests vital to human life, to 
society to government and to the com- 
munity in the case. "You, gentlemen," he 
said, "are to decide a question of fact, 
which in the last analysis may be a very 
simple fact. To you alone is the settle- 
ment entrusted. Seldom is such a charge 
presented in our courts and never again 
may it be your solemn duty to sit in such 
capacity. The evidence that will be pre- 
sented is of a kind necessary in such 
cases. 
No ey» has seen this crime 


committed except the guilty one, whoever 
he may be. Therefore the evidence will 
be what is termed circumstantial evi- 
dence. There is no evidence in court that is 
not circumstantial evidence. 
There is no 


difference in the force of this and direct 
evidence. When certain facts are estab- 
lished we reason others must follow. 
In 


weighing this evidence we must use or- 
dinary discretion, intelligence 
and a 


knowledge of the ordinary things of life. 
Many times the whole traces of a crime 
are obliterated and no one has teen tne 
tatal blow, 


"If circumstantial evidence were not 


forceful there would be no way to rnee, 
such crime. Circumstantial evidence i 
like a rope in which all strands are play- 
ing a part. 


"Considering the facts in this case,— 


Mrs. Hatti* E. McCloud, Friday, January 


8, met her death and that she died at the 
hands of a man by choking, so great that 
the rings of the trachea were broken and 
then, before or after the passing of the 
spark of life, her body was ravished. 
Her body was found the next morn- 
ing 
frozen, 
but 
the 
frosts 
of 


winter retained indelibly the mark of 
crime. She was on her way to her cot- 
tage, and was the victim of some one's 
lust, Rome one's robbery. Her death was 
not, perhaps, a premeditated one, but was 
the result of violent hands upon her. She 
was a woman in the prime of life, healthy 
and a widow, living near the Crittenden 
home. That night she went down to ex- 
change a book she had bought to made a, 
present to a boy. Finding the boy had 
the sauie 
book, she went 
to ex- 


change 
it. 
Leaving 
her 
home, 


without 
supper, 
and 
having 
an 


engagement with the boy, Frank Turpin, 
she did her errand and was ready to go 
back to her daughter and the boy. But 
the daughter never saw her again and the 
music lesson never was given. No mother 
no music teacher comes back. There was 
no alarm and the search was made Satur- 
day. It disclosed to Mr. Peters a faithful 
friend. 
The father aid Mr. Peters dis- 


cern the prostrate form. 
Mr. Peters 


placing his hand upon the face deter- 
mines that the woman is dead, Mr. 
Peters goes for the family physician who 
is also the medical examiner. 


"When he arrived he made careful ex- 


amination. She lay In a sloping position, 
her head a little Inclined and her feet to 
the south. . Her clothing was disarranged 
and her hair al&o as it the body had been 
pushed down hill. Her bundles and book 
jay beside her. Her gloves were on the 
stiff and frozen hand. The doctor remov- 
ing the cloak sees the marks on the neck, 
and the mucus from the mouth is frozen. 
He examines her garments and finds evi- 
dence of violation. 


"It is Immediately requested that all go 


away from the place. The doctor pro- 
vides with his carriage blanket a means to 
remove the body. This TV oman wore a 
hat, a cloak and a veil which will be 
shown to you. You will notice she was 
carried by four men to the home of her 
father where the autopsy was held. The 
examination showed that the woman had 
died from violence. 


"We show you then that some one in 


attempting to commit the crime or rape, 
committed also a murder. According to 
our laws murder committed in attempt to 
commit rape is murder in the first degree. 


"Mrs. 
McCloud was a woman of 


medium size, weight and development. 
She was a woman cultured and educated, 
known to the whole village, accustomed 
to go to and from her home knowing no 
fear, trusting to the safeguard of herself. 
Her doings that day have significance 
with the money, the exact amount, the 
exact bill this defendant had. 


"She had some business and received 


two checks from her father, one of $4tf 
and the other }37.60. The last check is 
cashed at Amstein's store, where she 
was seen by several persons. It is recol- 
lected she had a $10 bill in the morning. 
Out of this $37.60 she had left Tuesday 
night only $15.67, and in that was a $10 
bill, $5 and some silver, At Amstein's 
store she paid a bill, taking $23.67. She 
went into Jenk's shoe store and into the 
milliner's store and paid bills. At Am- 
stein's store she bought cookies, and 
Friday she changed them for Graham 
wafers, which her daughter liked best. 
She paid other things and had left 
money to the amount of $13.67, to disap- 
pear when she was killed. 


"Sue was seen on the state road about 6 


o'clock, and she passed up Clement street 
and was never seen again alive, unless by 
the eye of the ravisher." 


Turning to the prisoner at the bar, the 


district attorney continued: "On Thurs- 
day this defendant contemplated this 
deed ot violence. John O'Neil was sit- 
ting at Ward's corner on that night and 
saw the woman go by. He remarked to 
his companion 'I'm going up with her 
some night.' The next day he talked of 
lust. Who is the defendant ? a man of 
26 years of age, out of work, dissipated, 
unmarried, drinking heavily. He had no 
money and the last that passed through 
his hands was $1 borrowed to go to West- 
field with that which was loaned him. He 
spent it in the pool room and declared he 
had not a cent. His friends knew he had 
no money by observation and his declara- 
tion. 


"He declared he was 'on the hog' for 


the drinks. He was absolutely destitute 
of money that Friday until supper. He 
disappeared from 6.15 to about 8 o'clock 
and is absent from his haunts. We have 
the facts that John O'Neil provided then 
the money that Mrs. McCloud had, and 
the fact that he had made lustful threats. 
At 6 o'clock he was under the influence of 
liquor. Mrs. McCloud was seen by Mrs, 
Andrews at Amstein's store that evening. 
Also saw her In the town. She disap- 
peared from view. 
There may some 


question arise as to time. We will show 
that she died at about 7 o'clock. We can- 
not determine time with absolute cer- 
tainty, and we wish to call your attention 
to the fact in ordinary life that we cannot 
fix time accurately. 


"Mrs. McCloud disappeared and the in- 


disputable fact is she died in the woods. 
John O'Neil disappeared and he reap- 
peared at 7.45 and he had the evidence of 
his crime upon him. She started along 
the lonely road expecting to meet the girl 
and boy. The mother never came back; 
the music teacher never came back, 
O'Neil is seen by Julius Phersic that even- 
ing; he pauses upon the bridge and stands 
there alone, meditating and looking into 
the 
cold stream. 
Selectman Ken- 


drick 
passes 
him and tLey 
walk 


over. John O'Neil returns about S o'clock 
and calls at the Woodward house for 
half a pint and pays for it. He passes out 
with another man. He goes to Hallar's 
pool room and asks them to drink, saying 
'This is James Wood's whiskey; let us 
drink it.' He stayed in the pool room a 
iong time, making a needless exhibition 
of Lis money and spending it. The Ha'lai 
boy is offered $1 where only 75 cents is due. 
nut O'Neil has no dollar he has a $5 bill- 
O'Neil pours out his money like water 
ie is aeked where he got the money and 
replies 'I've struck it rich; I've got the 


tin.1 He shows the money to Wood who 
exclaimed, 'where in h—1 did you get 
that ?' His companions were wondering 
at 'Jack's' money. He got home atl 
o'clock to his father's house. His excuses 
about the money were untrue. He said 
be gave Woodward a |2 bill and got $10 
in change. 


"He is dawn at his accustomed haunta 


•Saturday. He is drinking and the f 10 bill 
is changed. About 5 or 6 o'clock in the 
evening he is prostrated in an alleyway 
•and is carried home almost unconscious 
and he sends for the priest and the doc- 
tor. 


"When the news of the woman's death 


ia being talked 
about 
he 
places 


himself on the ouuslde of the groups 
ind makes statements. His mother tell8 
him Mrs. McCloud is dead in the woods 
and to go and see about it. He goes bnt 
don't mention it. When it becomes com- 
mon talk he tells different stories. He 
oretends not to know the woman. He 
says, 'they told me she died a natural

death,' and in the same breath eoys 'I'd 
like to hang the man who did it.' 'Who 
is to hang, if she died naturally,'he was 
asked. Again he describes how the deed 
must be done and shows the way the pres- 
sure must have been placed on the throat, 
exactly as if he were an eye witness. He 
then told about a hobo who sat the night 
before on his mother's steps and declared 
the hobo stole his money, kicked him on 
the head and murdered Mrs. McCloud. 
Then he told bis friends that he got the 
wounds on the head by falling. He re- 
peatedly called attention and excused for 
the wounds. In every position he gives a 
false and unnatural account 
for his 


wounds, his whereabouts and the money. 
Mrs. McCloud had just the same money. 
In her bag she had the $10 bill, the So bill 
and the silver half dollar. She goes to 
her death. John O'Neil disappears and 
returns and brings back the $10, the $5 
and the half dollar. 


"Now, gentlemen, we will call the wit- 


nesses one by one before you and what- 
ever the evidence proves, you will by your 
verdict say, so that justice may be done." 


First of the Wltuesise». 


The court ordered that all witnesses be 


excluded from the court room except the 
medical experts, and others that 
the 


counsel agreed upon, 


Engineer Hyde. 


D. W. Hyde of Boston, the civil engineer 


who made the map of the scene from 
survey's under his direction, was the first 
witness. His testimony was wholly with 
reference to the map and its faithful 
presentation of the testimony. Some time 
was taken in giving the distances between 
points, 


Mr. Beer cross examined and asked if 


the engineer personally made survey. He 
did not make all 'personally, but all was 
done under his supervision. He did not 
do all the drawing of the map. The dis- 
tance from Ward's corner to Water street, 
from the car tracks to the postoffice, and 
ether points were given. 


John Peters' Evidence. 


John Peters, 62, Buckland, was the next 


witness. He was employed by George 
Crittenden and went to Mr. Crittenden's 
house the mornine after the murder be- 
tween 7 and 8 and did chores. He said: "I 
hitched up the horse that morning and 
Mrs. Crittenden and daughter drove away. 
I waited and Mr. Crittenden and myself 
walked down the hill. As we were walk- 
ing, Mr. Crittenden exclaimed, 'My God, 
my daughter's dead.' We went down 
there and found her dead and cold, I went 
for Dr. Canedy and rode back with him. 
At the spot, the doctor asked me to take 
down a blanket. Saw hat and bundles at 
body. I helped carry the body home. 
Six of us carried it in a horse blanket. I 
went home, changed my clothes and went 
up street. I met O'Neil on Eich street at 
nearly 11 o'clock. He asked me if I was 
the one that found Mrs. McCloud and i 
said yes. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Beer, he told 


the time of going down the road of which 
he was uncertain. He admitted he was 
excited that morning and announced the 
death in loud tones. He met his son, 
Louis Myers, but did not meet a great 
many. He ran to the doctor's. He took 
particular notice ot the hat and bundles. 
He did not stay long with the doctor. 
Perhaps there were about 50 persons at 
the scene. The doctor ordered them 
away. He examined the body. The sack 
collar was turned up and the garment 
fastened around the neck. The body was 
on its back about 70 feet from the road, 
the head towards the 
road, the feet 


slightly apart and the head bent a little 
to the Bide. The leaves looked as if they 
had been all stirred up, as if some one 
had throwfl them from the road. 


On the direct examination by Knowl- 


ron,the witness said the leaves at her feet 
vi ere tossed up also. 


Dr. Cnnedy's Evidence. 


Dr. Francis J. Canedy was next called, 


lie knew Mrs. McCloud for years and was 
che family physician. He was called by 
Mr. Peters the morning of the finding of 
che body, drove to the place and hitched 


his team. He found the body on its back, 
hands by the side, limbs covered to the 
knees, the hair behind the head and loose. 
Leaves were disturbed at the feet. Be- 
neath the body the skirts were disar- 
ranged. 
Observed the color of the face 


and lips, and found froth on the lips. 
Hands and feet frozen. The discoloration 
of the neck caused suspicion of violence. 
He found leaf matter on her undercloth- 
ing and evidence of violation. He ordered 
people away and had the body taken to 
the house. 
Saw Mr. Crittenden by the 


Body and told him the steps necessary to 
take 
and 
he 
arose 
and 
went 


out. 
He 
identified the 
hat 
and 


bag and pockatrjook. He saw the bag at 
the house where it was brought him by 
Mrs. Critteuden, the woman's mother. 
Found in the pocketbook a check for $10 
and a miscellaneous collection of paper . 
He identified the cloak, dress, underskirt 
and overskirt, shoes and underclothing. 


The Autopsy's Showing. 


Dr. F. H. Zabriskie of Greenfield was 


chosen to assist in the autopsy and wit- 
nesses were called. 
Officer Munyon 


brought another for the autopsy and Dr, 
Zabriskie and Dr. Canedy made the au- 
topsy. The attention of the witnesses were 
called to the body and the discoloration of 
the neck, throat and ruffled clothing. 
The dissection was then proceeded with. 
On the left side of the neck there were 
four marks and on the right there was 
one. They looked like imprints of fingers. 
Three of the four impressions oil the left 
side were cup-like, and close to them 
were abrasions of the skin that looked 
like finger-nail marks. There were two 
abrasions on the under side of the chin. 
The 
doctor 
introduced 
his 
book 


to 
refresh 
h's 
memory 
and 


quoted 
the 
minutest 
details 


of the abrasions. The tissues under the 
skin of the throat were discolored, upon 
cutting the distended veins black blood 
flowed freely. The second and third rings 
of the wind pipe were broken in front. 
Dark blood flowed freely from the lungs. 
The left auricle of the heart was filled with 
dark blood and the same knid of blood 
flowed from the other parts around the 
heart. The organs of the chest were 
healthy if excessive venous congestion 
is omitted. 


A'Juror Falut*. 


Juror Sanford W. Weatherbee of North- 


field became faint and and was assisted 
from the court room. Dr. Canedy stepped 
from the witness stand to assist the juror 
and shortly returned with him. 
The 


court gave the jury a recces at this point. 


Dr. Canedy resumed his evidence after 


the recess, caused by the juror's fainting. 
He swore thai Mrs. McCloud had been 
ravished just before or just after death. 


Lawyer Beer cross-examined Dr. Can- 


edy, but notliing new was brought out 
save fuller details of the autopsy. The 
doctor was made positively to atate that 
the rings of the trachea were broken and 
the trachea did not collapse. Court ad- 
journed at 1 o'clock to 2 30. 


A Toiicliillg fecene. 


The prisoner met his sisters and mother 


in the dock before leaving for dinner. 
The mother was overcome by the strain 
and wanted to break away to her son 
passing through the corridor, but was 
restrained by her weeping daughters. 
She exclaimed, 
"My darling son, my 


darling son! 
H^w cruel!" 
She was 


placed in a seat by a court 
officer, 


partially succumbed, but air and water re- 
vived her. She went out with ner hus- 
band and family. 


The scene was a very affecting one, for 


the grief was real and agonizing. The

poor mother's heart seemed broken, 
while her daughters suffer terribly from 
the strain. Much sympathy was shown 
and felt in the court room for the O'Neil 
family. 
Til In Afternoon. 


Dr. Canedy again took the stand after 


the noon intermission. 


Lawyer Beer closely questioned him in 


detail as to the condition of murdered 
woman's trachea. 


Some of Mr, Beer's questions seemed 


very irrelevant, as, for instance, "Did her 
condition s^em like that of a drowned 
person?" 


District Attorney Hammond on redi- 


rect examination brought out factofdis 
coloration on the neck and arms of Mrs. 
McClond. 


Dr. ZabrUkle Called. 


Dr. Zabriskie was next called. He was 


questioned by Mr. Rnowlton. He swore 
to practically the same facts as did Dr, 
Canedy. 


At 3 o'clock Dr. Zabrfe kie was still on 


the stand going through the minutest 
questioning as to the condition of the 
body, etc. 


The expert testimony of the surgeons 


was of a delicate character in large part.

The boy 
sustained a few bruises and Mr. Hawkins1 
harness was broken, but- not so but what 
he was able to patch it up and go on his 
way. The accident caused lively excite- 
ment on the street for several minutes 
and a crowd collected. 


Young Gatslick was extremely fortu- 


nate in escaping as he did, for he was in a 
position where he might easily have been 
killed. 


The circumstances were such that no

wuicii, however, emphasizes the need of 
great caution on the part of wheelmen 
who ride in the evening.
